In order to lay the track, the Iron Moun- 
tain imported a construction train with 475 
laborers from De Soto, Mo. 

At midnight the train was run with as 
little noise as possible from the Iron Moun- 
tain yards at Carroll:street, onto the Wig- 
gins Ferry tracks, between Wharf street 
and the river. 

in the tratn were nine box cars filled with 
ties, two’ flat cars containing rails, spikes, 
big headlights and torches, and two pas- 
senger coaches for the workmen. The train 
was drawn by two locomotives, while a 
third brought up the rear. 

The ties and rails were thrawn upon the 
‘granite blocks with which Wharf street 1s 
paved, and almost as quickly as they 
reached the ground, men were at WOrkK 
building the track. 

No attempt was made at excavation, the 
rails being simply fastened to the tiles.

MISS WILSER OPPOSED THIS AC- 
TION AND BEGAN SHOOTING. 


Then Escaped by Running the Gaunt- 
let of a Hundred Angry Girls— 
Victim Said to Be in a 
Critical Condition. 


In a strike among 107 girls employed as 
trimmers at the Swift Co.’s packing plant 
im the National Stockyards, at East St. 
Louis, Thursday morning, Miss Ella Bea- 
man was shot in the right shoulder and 
right leg by another girl, and also received 
serious internal injuries. 

Her assailant was pursued by the girls up 
St. Clair avenue to the intersection of Col- 
linsville avenue, a distance of six blocks, 


where a buggy driven by a young man was 
in waiting. She jumped into tne vehicle 
and made her escape. ‘ 


where a surgeon extracted the bullets. 

A scene of the wildest confusion occurre 
at the plant.

operatives, tells the story of it to the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“We girls struck because our wages had 
been changed from 20 cents an hour to 15 
cents for trimming every 100 pounds of 
meai. By the latter schedule we could not 
make 40 cents a day, whereas uniler the 
old plan we realized $ or $6 a week. No 
notice of the change had been given us, 
and we were surprised when we received 
our envelopes to note the decrease in 
wages. We demand full y under the 
20-cents-an-hour plan, and when ‘t was; re- 
fused we walked out in a body—107 of us.

NOW HE IS VERY REPENTANT 


HE IS CHARGED WITH DECEIVING 
HIS FRIEND. 


His Parents Are Rockford, Ill., Lavw- 
yers and His Life Lay in Flowery 
Paths Until He Met an At- 
tractive Woman. 


Lucius Rapp, 20 years old, of Rockford, 
lil, an only ehild of a prominent and 
wealthy family, came to St. Louls a month 
ago for his ‘‘fling’’ at life. 

He has had it, and now he is in a cell 
in the holdover, repentant and despohdent. 

He was arrested at Delmar Garden by 
Detectives Sullivan and Lally on a charge 
of obtaining money and clothing ,.from 
George C. Hodges. ° 

He makes no attempt at subterfuge and 
candidly admits the charge against him, 
and hopes that something will happen to 
get him out of his trouble. 

He is the only son of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
C. Rapp, he told the Post-Dispatch. Both 
hie father and mother are lawyers, and 
with Judge Slagie comprise the law firm of 
Rapp, Rapp & Slagle of Rockford. 

“IT didn’t exactly get into this dilemma 
by myself,’’ he said, “but I reckon I will 
have to get out of it the best way. I can. 

“I have been here for'a month, and I 
didn’t come by myself. That’s where tiie 
rub comes in. ' 

“I was in college until a month ago, when 
I left home without a word to my parents. 
“IT had knewn an attractive and tducated 
young woman. She was the adopted 
daughter of a wealthy farmer, who retired 
from active life a few years ago and came 
to Rockford to live. She is three years 


older than I. She taught school in Rock- 
ford and I met her often. 

“It was my doings. I proposed the plan 
of coming to St. Louis and she consented. 
I had $80 and she had $75. She told her 
adopted father that she was going to Free- 
port to yisit friends. She fixed up letters 
and had them mailed at Freeport to make 
her bluff good. I didn’t do anything of the 
sort. I just left home and school, home 
and everything. 


They Came 

to St. Louis. 
“When we got here I went to the South- 
ern Hotel, and she went to the St. Nicholas. 
We stayed at those hotels for a week. We 
visited the summer gardens nearly every 
night, and didn’t think about our money 
running out until it was pretty nearly gcne. 
Then I began to economize. I went to a 
cheaper hotel and she went out to Webster 
Groves to visit friends. 
‘““As my funds became less I went to a 
cheaper hotel, and when her money was 
nearly gone she got more from home by 
the way. of Freeport, and went on to New 
York, telling her father that she was go- 


ing there. 

“After she had gone I took to drinking, 
and I guess 1 must have gone at a more 
rapid pace than I thought of. I remember 
meeting Mr. Hodges. I had met him before 
in Chicago, where he was a reporter on a 
aper. 1 went around to see him at the 
ibrary, and the stenographer saw me with 
him several times. 

“One afternoon, when he was out, I went 
into the Hbrary and told the stenggrapher 
that Hodges had sent me for $%. She had 
only #4, and I took that. Then I went back 
and asked for his clothes. I also got them. 
“I haven’t any idea why I wanted the 
clothes. I didn’t need them, and I didn’t 
pawn them. I just took them to the tail- 
or’s and left them. I guess Hodges will 
prosecute me, for he is an awful serious 
sort of a fellow, high-minded and ali that 
sort of thing, and it was a shabby trick 
that I serv him. 

“It was a foolish thing to do. The young 
woman who came with me wasto have 
married me, but we just stopped at different 
hotels and we —— all of our money 
fore we were ready to be married. Then we 
decided to go back home. But I couldn't 
for I was pretty nearly broke, and she had 
to pay this visit to square herself. Then I 
got reckless and didn’t care much. 

“Now I guess all will come out in Rock- 
ford, and reckon the papers there won't 
do a thing to me. I don’t mind telling my 
father about it, but I dread meet my 
mother. I was in school and was stydying 
law,-but Iam not lawyer enough fiow to 
see how I am going to get out of this pre- 
dicament.”’

RESULT OF CHINESE INVASION. 


M. Jean de Bloch, one of Russia’s Councillors of State, 
sounds a warning to the nations of the West which may 
be too late. In an interview in London he said: 

“The allied invasion of the Chinese Empire accomplished 
but one tangible and abiding thing. It has federated a great 
and patriotic people as indissolubly as did Bismarck the 
united states of the German Empire. It has awakened in 
them a sentiment of aggressive nationalism that bodes ill for 
the civilizations which so long have held them in contempt.” 

It is a pity this view of the case wasn’t considered before 
the allies looted the palaces and desecrated the sacred places 
of the Chinese. 

It may have been necessary to awaken China. The best 
interests of civilization may demand the services of the 
Chinese people ir. the world’s work.

They are 
not busy. They have time to think. Self-interest does not 
affect their conclusions. Will not boys and girls trained in 
a republic of this kind be better equipped to bring about 
needed changes in government than were their fathers? An 
article in the next Sunday Post-Dispatch will be found to 
have an interesting bearing on this subject.

WILL FIRE NO EXPERT 


GARBAGE REDUCTION PLANT 


NOT BE APPRAISED. 


ADVERSE REPORT IS ADOPTED: 


for City Ownership of the Plant 
May Be Ended. 


The House of Delegates Friday night 
adopted the adverse report submitted by 
the committee on sanitary affairs on the 
bill for the employment of an expert to 
appraise the garbage reduction plant of the 
St. Louis Sanitary Co. 

This action may bring to an end the 
movement inaugurated by Mayor Wells 
for municipal ownership of the garbage re- 
duction plant. 

In a message submitted to both houses 
of the Municipal Assembly April 16 Mayor 
Wells called the attention of the Assembly 
to the fact that the city’s contract with 
the sanitary company for garbage reduction 
expires Sept. 23. The mayor also reminded 


the Assembly ‘that the ordinance under 
which the conract was drawn gives tho 
city authority to purchase the reduction 
plant at the expiration of the contract, the 
price to be fixed by two appraisers, one 
appointed by the mayor and one by the

The mayor's message concluded with 
these words: 

Whether the city is in a position to avail itself 
of this privilege and shall do so, or whether the 
city shall begin to make arrangements for enter- 
ing into a new contract for this service, are matters 
to be speedily considered by the Assembly, and a 
fear that delay may be detrimental to the best 
Interests of the city In the premises induces me 
to submit to you this special message. 

The sanitary committee of the Council 
undertook to investigate the question raised 
by the mayor’s message, and, after con- 
ducting inquiry in different quarters, re- 
ported that no figures could be obtained 
to show whether the proposed municipal 
ownership could be made profitable. To 
determine this question, the c@mmittee 
said, the services of an expert would be 
necessary. A bill for the employment of an 
expert was introduced and passed by the 
Council. 

From the Council the bill went to the 
House of Delegates, where it found its 
way into the sanitary committee’s box. As 
related in Friday’s Post-Dispatch, a hear- 
ing was held Friday by this committee, 
and after interrogating Secretary W. 
Blakely of the sanitary company the 
committee decided that it ha secured 
all the information on the i subject 
which an expert could obtain and re- 
pared an adverse report on the ill, 
Delegates Karbe, Klute, Koeln, Funsch 
and Reiss voted against the adoption of the 
report. 

As the present contract expires in three 
months, and no competitor is in sight, little 
hope for a new contract favorable to the 
city is entertained at the City Hall.

cil Bluffs and 2 Burlington & Kan- 
sas City roads the title of general

Munn snapped the camera, but 
the negative was a failure and he tried 
again. 

A second time the fire department ran to 
the same corner and was much mystified 
because there was no blaze visible. Again 
the focus had not been properly adjusted 
and another failure was scored. ; 

The third attempt proved to be Munns 
triumph and his downfall as well. He se- 
cured an excellent likeness of Miss Calla-) 
han, but landed in a prison cell. 

The local authorities are somewhat puz- 
zled over the matter and there is an if- 
clination on their part to overlook the mat- 
ter. While an offense has been committed 
against the law, Munn’s perseverance and 
originality are such as to command ad- 
miration and it is probable that he will be 
to start out on his trip to the 
Philippines, taking his much prized photo 
with him. 


yesterday after an explosion of fireworks in 
the store of A. M. Rittenburg. The dead 
bodies of 15 persons and the head of an- 
other had been taken from the ruins. 

The bodies recovered today are those of 
Mrs. Annie Launigan, Mrs. Annie Feute~- 
man and Joseph Elvin, 2 months cold, whose 
mother was found last evening; L. Schul- 
man of Brooklyn, N. Y., and Mrs. Simon, 
mother-in-law of Rittenburg. 

The firemen while digging in the ruins of 
the cellar beneath Rittenburg’s store, found 
u quantity of dynamite torpedoes, and it is 
believed the explosion resulted from the 
bursting of a torpedo of this kind. 

The building in which the explosion oc- 
curred was a frame tenement, four stories 
high, with stores on the ground floor. The 
middle store was occupled by Rittenberg. 
Ten families occupied flats in the building. 

So great was the force of the explosion 
that a boy playing in the street half a 
block away, was lifted from his feet and 
hurled against an iron fence. One of his 
legs was broken. 

A trolley car was directly in front of the 
building when the explosion occurred. The 
burst of flame blown out into the street 
scorched the sides of the car, and sin 
the hair of the passengers. 

A number of those who were on the upper 
floors of the building when the explosion 
took place, were either stunned and then 
burned to death, or found escape cut off 
and were suffocated. 

After the first explosion there was a suc- 
cession of smaller ones, and then came a 
second big explosion, which was muffled 
and deadened, and probably occurred in the 
cellar, ' 

Every window seemed to be emitting 
flame within a minute after the first explo- 
sion. A woman. her clothing on fire, leaped 
out of one of the windows and fell to the 
yard below. Her dead body was dragged 
out of reach of the flames, but the flesh 
was roasted and dropped from the bones. 
She later proved to be Mrs. Williams 

Mrs. Williams’ husband was a crippie. 
His wife is supposed to have remained 
longer than she could with safety in an 
effort to save him. He was found burned 
to a crisp on his bed. 

Some of the occupants of the rooms 
dropped from the windows and were 
brulsed. Others hung from the windows 
until the firemen came, and 20 persons were 
taken down in this way through the fire 
and smoke by the firemen, while others 
dropped into lifenets. 

Daniel Dooley, who was in the yard 
when the explosion took place, saw the 
two Rittenberg children in the rear room 
and rushed into the flames for them. He 
got one of them and carried it out and 
tried to go back for thé other, but the 
room was then one mass of fire and he 
was too late. He was badly scorched in 
rescuing the first child. 

While these rescues were going on the 
firemen were fighting the flames. Capt. Al- 
len led with a hose line in an effort to keep 
the fire from the upper floors, where it 
was said many were pinned in. The men 
had hardly taken their positions and begun 
on the sidewalk to throw water into the 
upper floors, when, without any warning, 
the whole uuper part of the building above 
them sagged outward and fell. The cap-
